NATION CAPITOL. 


In selecting the present site of the Nation’s Capitol, George 
Washington doubtless had several thoughts in mind, not the least j 
important one being the fact that it was within easy reach of his 
Mount Vernon home, some 18 miles down the river. It must be 
remembered that in Washington’s day the only mode of travel was 
by horseback, carriage, rowboat or just plain walking. 
The District of Columbia was established under the eighth 
section and first article of the Constitution of the United States. 
In July, 1790, Washington, who was then serving his ret 
term as President, attached his signature to a bill passed by the 
Senate, definitely locating the Capitol on the Potomac. 
During the time required in laying out the city and erecting j 
the Capitol and the President’s house, this same bill stipulated ( 
that the seat of government should remain at New \o rk , where 


it was then located, until December, 1790, after which date It wasj 


to be moved to Philadelphia, there to remain until the completion 
of the new buildings at Washington, which was fixed by law, as 
above stated, for December, 1800. 
David Stuart, of Virginia, and Daniel Carroll 
and Thomas 
Johnson, of Maryland, were selected- by Washington as the three 
commissioners to look after the details of this board and compre­ 
hensive program. 
Early in 1791, the 19 men who happened to own practically
